The only unanimous selection on the 1953 all-Pacific Coast 
Conference team chosen by the coaches, which included such 
players as Paul Cameron of UCLA, Bob Garrett of Stanford, 
and Aramis Dandoy of Southern California, 


In short, George Shaw is considered a fine foctball player,’ 
one of the finest in the country, He passes well, he runs well, 
he kicks well, he converts well, he kicks of well, he catches 
passes well, he plays defense well, and as one reporter put it 
after a 1953 game, "he did everything here Saturday except 
play in the band.” 


Top flight performance is not new to the 178-pound senior 
from Portland. He was twice an all-state prep quarterback at 
Grant high, was named to the all-city basketball squad, won the 
city loovard dash championship, and was twice all-state in 

aseball. 


Shaw came to Oregon in 1951 and, under the el'gibility rules 
of that season, began his collegiate career on the varsity. 
was a regular when the first game was played and has been a 
regular ever since. Ac the end of the 1951 season he was all- 
coast, all-American on the UP freshman team, the new holder 
of the NCAA record for pass interceptions (14), and was 
generally recognized as one of the PCC's tcp players. 


Since that time he has set new PCC records for passes com- 
pleted in a game (23), passes thrown in a tingle game (50), 
and the most offensive plays in a game (60). 


He completed 34 passes for 412 yards his freshman season, 
55 for 666 yards as a sophomore and 49 for 652 yards last 
season. Playing either halfback or end, he caught one pass 
for 71 yards in his first year, 11 for 249 yards a; a sophomore 
and 13 for 197 yards last fall, 


He has always been a two-way player, even in the days of the 
platoons, and was in action 486 minutes last fall. As one grid 
expert observed, "There may be players who can run, pass, kick, 

lay defense better than Shaw, but you'll look a long time

Shaw is just as versatile in baseball. He was all-Northern 
Division outfielder as a freshman, all-Northe:n Division and 
shortstop as a sophomore, aad was then all-league out?

Shaw, a Business Administration major, comes from a family 
well versed in college athletics. His oldest brother Jack, played 
football and baseball for Portland U; Tom played football and. 
baseball for Stanford; and Jerry played football for Oregon. 


As for his duties in 1954, Coach Len Casanova will probably 
have him run, pass, punt, receive, convert, kick-off, and play 
defense as usual. 


Watch These Webfoots 


50— Capt. Ron Pheister, Center 


Capt. Ron Pheister, a durable veteran who anchors the center 
of the rugged Oregon line, is another of the Webfoots who is 
playing his fourth varsity season. 

In 1953 he played 506 minutes out of a possible 600 and was 
named all-coast center by Associated Press and United Press 
as well as on the all-west team selected by Colliers Magazine. 

Pheister, a 206-pound senior from Portland, began his foot- 
ball on the sandlots in grammer school with George Shaw as 
his quarterback and the pair have been teammates ever since. 
Pheister was a standout in the Grant high line and was picked 
аз one of the state's best in the drive to a pair of championships.

as one of the PCC's best defensive men, as well as a fine offen- 
sive performer.

67--Jack Patera, Right Guard 


Jack Patra, a 223-pound senior from Portland, hi 
standout in the Oregon line since 1951, and this wi 
fourth season as a regular for the Duck: 

Patera, who was a fine prep lineman at Washington high, 
came to the Ducks as a tackle and played that position through 
his freshman and sophomore years. He did an excellent job 
and Oregon's coaches forecast he would become one of the 
PCC's best. 

In the summer of 1953 the Webfoots lost three guards to the 
service and Patera was picked to fill che gap. And fill ic he did, 
playing 486 minutes and turning in such an outstanding job 
that he was named on the second all-coast team 

Patera has remarkable speed, plays defense exceptionally 
well and does a good job with his offensive assignments, Oregon's 
coaches still think he's one of the PCC's best, only now it's ac 
guard instead of tackle. His major is Liberal Arts and he ranks 
as one of the best students on the squad. 


78—Hal Reeve, Left End 


Hal Reeve, a brilliant tackle for the last two seasons, has a 
mighty tough job cut out for him this fall, but Oregon's 
coaches think he can handle the assignment. 

Reeve, a 226-pound senior from North Bend, has been shifted 
to left end to rake care of an apparent weakness in the Webfoot 
line, For Reeve it's a return to a position he played while a 
freshman on the varsity in 1951 and in the Shrine all-star game 
of that year. 

He played his prep football as a fullback, so he is no 
stranger to pass receiving, and he is agile enough to have held 
a first string spot on the Oregon JV basketball team last winter. 
His blocking ability should add punch to the offense and his 
defensive work is unquestioned. 

Reeve is durable, too, having played 461 minutes in 1952 
and 420 last fall. He is a Business Administration major and 
he is married.

tackle, in the conference. 3—Oregon’s defense, a tough nut co 
crack last season, should be equally hard to penetrate this fall, 
4—The offense, which sputtered at inopportune times in 1953, 
appears much improved. 5—Oregon's depth, a headache for the 
past few seasons, seems much better this year, 

Oregon has its problems, too, Coach Len Casanova must find 
adequate ends to solve a problem of three-years standing and 
will again be searching for a fullback with both offensive punch 
and defensive ability, Switching Hal Reeve from tackle to end 
should help the first headache and Jasper McGee, a sophomore, 
may solve the second. 


x Varsity Prospects 


True, the Ducks have beter depth than in the past few 
seasons, but at the same time if any one of a half-dozen key 
men were to miss an appreciable amount of time because of 
injuries Orgeon would find itself in a precarious position. In 
short, the Ducks need a little "game luck” along the way to 
help make a successful season possible. 


LOSSES: The losses include 14 lettermen. Four of these, 
John Reed at left end, Ken Sweitzer at left guard, Farrell Al- 
bright at right half and Cece Hodges at fullback, were either 
regulars or alternated on the first club, Four others, Len Barrie 
at righe end, Don Hedgepeth at left guard, Barney Holland at 
quarterback and Ted Anderson at left halfback, played with the 
second club, Among the reserves, Capt. Emery Barnes, Tom 
Elliott and Ben Johnson at end, Chuck Laird at tackle, and the 
late Doyle Higdon and George Mutschler at guard will not 
Semsa Albright, Reed, Higdon, aud Mutsehler all had eligibility 
remaining. Higdon was killed in a dynamite accident in August, 
Reed and Mutschler withdrew to accept jobs, and Albright en- 
tered Dental School a year ahead of schedule. 


OFFENSE: The Ducks spent a good portion of spring prac- 
tice sharpening up an offense which lacked scoring punch in 
1953, Coach Casanova has added more split-T plays to take 
full advantage of Shaw's versatility and the overall speed of the 
Webfoot backs, The line blocking will be improved, particularly 
on the left side, and the addition of McGee, Tom Crabtree and 
Hank Loumena bolsters the halfback and fullback posts. 

Shaw, of course, is the key to the Webfoot offense with his 
running, passing and receiving. Dick James, the third ranking 
PCC rusher, and Walt Gaffney are again on hand at halfback 
with Crabtree, Loumena and Lloyd Powell, Dick Pavlat and 
John Woyat to help. Dean Van Leuven and Larry Rose, both 
veterans, team with McGee at fullback. 

Pass receiving by the ends remains as a headache, but while 
Dick Mobley, Reeve, Chuck Greenley, Phil McHugh, and Ted 
Overton are not outstanding catchers, they do block and tackle 
well. Leroy Campbell, an offensive end in 1951 just back from 
the Army, could help if he can pick up the defensive work. 


DEFENSE: The elimination of platoon foorball played a 
big part in the great improvement in Oregon's defense last fall 
and it appears likely the Webfoot defense will be equally as 
good in 1954. The Ducks trailed only UCLA in rushing defense 
and points allowed while leading in pass defense with a record 
breaking season in three departments. 

Shaw, James and Gaffney will stack up with any deep three 
in the league, the line again has Jack Patera, Reeve, Mobley 
and Keith Tucker to anchor it and has Capt. Pheister, who 
shared all-coast honors last fall, as the key linebacker. 


ENDS (Fair): Mobley, who started his collegiate career with 
the 1948 team, became a regular mid-way in 1953 after returning 
from a service tour, excels as a blocker and defensive man and 
is an average receiver. Reeve is taking his first crack at the 
position after three years as a tackle regular, but he is extremely 
agile (basketball player and prep fullback) and should bolster 
the position considerably.

Casanova, who began his coaching career more than a quarter 
of a century ago, has long been noted for his ability to get the 
most out of his material and his knack of being able co shift

Oregon students have a deep respect for Coach Casanova's 
have presented him with a plaque which reads, 
“Having given us victory by reestablishing an undying Oregon 
spirit, you have won the respect and admiration of your team 
and the entire Oregon family."
